REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive. The rejection of claims 24, 26-41 , 45 and 
46 remain rejected under 35 USC 103(a). Applicants' arguments regarding In re Kahn as cited in KSR v Teleflex (SC 2007) are 
not found to be persuaisve because the Court teaches that "the analysis need not seek out precise teachings directed to the 
specific subject matter of the challenged claim, for a court can take account of the inferences and creative steps of a person of 
ordinary skil in the art would employ". The Graham court advises one must resonve the level of ordianry skill in the pertinent art. 
In the instant case, breeding of Brassica plants for levels of fatty acid compositon was quite mature as evident by the prior art 
cited. It remains the Examiner's opinion that the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue are not non-obvious. 
Applicants have argued that common sense would indicate that oil produced rom a plant resulting from such a cross (as cited in 
the instant claims) would be neither a good lubricant oil nor a good food oil (page 7 of the Remarks). This is not persuasive 
because the instant claims are directed to a method of making a Brassica plant producing seed, and not to an oil per se. While 
the use of an oil because of its unexpected lubricating properties may have been non-obvious, the claimed method of making a 
Brassica plant would not have been non-obvious.
